LOS ANGELES Two 15-year-old students 
were wounded, one of them critically, by 
the same bullet at an L.A.-area high school 
Tuesday when a loaded gun went off in a 
classmate’s backpack, authorities said. 

A female who was struck in the head by 
a round from the gun was rushed to nearby 
TTarbor UCLA Medical Center, where she 
underwent emergency surgery and was list- 
ed in critical condition. 

The second student, a boy was struck in 
the neck by the same bullet and taken to Har- 
bor UCLA in serious but stable condition. 

The student who owned the backpack 
fled after the gun discharged and was taken 
into custody in another classroom by offi- 
cers responding to the scene, Los Angeles 
Unified School District Police Chief Steve 
Zipperman told reporters. 

“It appears that as they were returning 
from nutrition [break], he walked into the 
classroom and placed his backpack on the 
desk and when he did that a gun fired from 
within the backpack,” LAUSD spokes- 
woman Lydia Ramos said. 

“It seems to be accidental,” she added. 

The gun was recovered on the cam- 


pus of Gardena High School, which was 
locked down for several hours following the 
10:40 a.m. incident, before students were 
released to their parents. 

Authorities did not identify either of the 
victims, other than to say they attended 
loth grade at the school. 

They also did not identify the suspect. It 
was not immediately clear what charges the 
boy would face. His age was given alternate- 
ly as 16 or 17 by authorities. Gardena, a town 
of about 60,000 people, lies just south of 


downtown L.A. 

The shooting comes 10 days after a col- 
lege dropout in Arizona opened fire with 
a semi-automatic pistol outside a Tucson 
shopping center, killing six people and 
wounding 13 others, including a congress- 
woman. 

A high school in the San Diego suburb of 
La Mesa, Calif, was put on a security alert 
for four hours Friday after police received a 
phone call from an anonymous caller asking 
about a supposed shooting threat.

Comcast- 
NBC merger 
approved

NEW YORK The Federal Communications 
Commission and the Department of Justice 
on Tuesday approved— with several condi- 
tions— a merger of the country’s largest cable 
operator, Comcast, and broadcasting com- 
pany NBC Universal. 

The FCC voted 4-1 in favor of the deal. 

‘After a thorough review, we have adopted 
strong and fair merger conditions to ensure 
this transaction serves the public interest,” 
FCC Chairman Julius Genachowski said in a 
statement. 

The FCC said the Comcast-NBC Univer- 
sal combination will be required to take steps 
to increase competition in the video market- 
place. In addition, Comcast has committed 
to expanding local news coverage, expand 
programs for Spanish-speaking viewers and 
offer Internet access to schools and libraries. 

The lone dissenter. Commissioner Michael 
Copps, expressed concern that the merger 
will limit communications choices and drive 
up costs to consumers. 

‘At the end of the day the public interest 
requires more— much more — than it is re- 
ceiving,” Copps said in a statement. 

Comcast also agreed to cease its manage- 
ment of the News Corp., NBC Universal, 
and Disney-owned video sharing site Hulu— 
though Comcast and NBC Universal still can 
maintain a financial stake in the site. 

The merger should be complete by the end 
of January and the new venture will be man- 
aged by Comcast, according to a joint state- 
ment from Comcast and NBCU Comcast 
will own 51 percent of the company and NBC 
Universal will own 49 percent, the statement 
said.

More restaurants, more crowds, more debate 
about neighborhood’s identity after 2010 boom

It’s 6 p.m. and the crowd at Longman & Eagle already is swarming. Bar- 
tenders in plaid flannel churn out pour after pour of whiskey while servers 
guide plates of hearty seasonal fare from the tiny kitchen in the back. A 
table? Good luck. And it’s only Monday 


“IVe been living in Logan Square for 
almost lo years now and it’s getting to 
where we just don’t have enough time or 
ability to go to everything opening in the 
neighborhood,” said Melissa Stanley 40, 
owner of the Niche Realty agency 

“Now when I tell people I live in Logan 
Square they say ‘Oh, I’ve been wanting to 
go to this restaurant,’ ” Stanley said. “It 
may vary which restaurant they’re talking 
about, but that’s always what they recog- 
nize.” 

Blame — or celebrate — the hipsters. Or 
the foodies. Or the media coverage. But 
there’s no denying a Logan Square crowd 


surge in the wake of more than a dozen 
bar and restaurant openings in the past 
12 months. Long the subject of the gen- 
trification debate, the neighborhood’s 
ongoing shift from an affordable family 
area to an increasingly bustling drinking 
and dining destination has been greeted 
with reactions various and sundry fol- 
lowing last year’s boom. Newcomers and 
longtime residents dot the spectrum of 
public opinion on the matter. 

“It’s a lot more trendy than it used 
to be,” said Stanley who can remem- 
ber when food options were limited to 
mostly small neighborhood spots, a few

of which still are around. But in those days, 
there wasn’t nearly the citywide draw that’s 
blossomed during the past months. 

The roll call of recent openings reads like 
a scenester must-do guide: Pizza and a shot 
at Boiler Room on California Avenue. Bacon 
fat popcorn and specialty beers at Revolution 
Brewing on Milwaukee Avenue. Affordable 
veggie burgers at Marble on Armitage Av- 
enue. The list (below) goes on and on. 

Alongside the boom in visiting patrons, the 
neighborhood’s residential population has 
risen 5 percent— to about 88,600 —during the 
past five years, according to census projections 
tabulated by the Metro Chicago Information 
Center. Thirty-five percent of that population 
is 18 to 34 years old, according to the center. 

“They put up fancy pastry shops and bars 
and it’s just becoming another Wicker Park 
in my opinion,” said Abdi Maya, 30, a stu- 
dent and former Logan Square resident who 
moved to Pilsen last month. “There’s nothing 
for the working families, for the people mak- 


ing $36,000 ayear. Instead it’s for the hipsters 
and yuppies who want to come into the neigh- 
borhood.” 

The median household income in the 
neighborhood has risen almost 24 percent 
over the past five years, from about $36,500 
to $45,000. 

John McDermott of the Logan Square 
Neighborhood Association says a balance be- 
tween old and new in the neighborhood can 
be found, but it will take time and effort. 

“The trick is going to be to foster a bal- 
anced development so that at the same time 
there is development that works for a young 
upscale crowd there’s also a development for 
the working class family who has been in Lo- 
gan Square for 20 years,” McDermott said. 
“In Chicago there is this real challenge to cre- 
ate stable diversity” 

Some newer venues are incorporating 
themselves into the established feel of the 
neighborhood, rather than trying to change 
too much of the area’s character. 


“[Logan Square] still has this raw kind of 
neighborhood awesomeness to it,” said Andy 
Gould, co-owner of Bonny’s Bar on Milwau- 
kee. Gould and his partner, who also are be- 
hind the trendy Boiler Room newcomer, took 
over the bar’s lease last year and quickly trans- 
formed the space from a dive bar to a craft 
beer-loving, late-night joint. 

“Our crowd is pretty neighborhood-fo- 
cused. We see a lot of the same faces in every 
week, and that’s kind of the way we wanted 
it,” said Gould, who lives a few blocks north 
of the bar. “We wanted to keep it as a neigh- 
borhood spot.” 

As the people continue to pour in— par- 
ticularly along the Blue Line corridor that 
runs straight through the neighborhood— the 
crowds at local bars and restaurants continue 
to swell. 

It’s hard to miss the crush of people late at 
night, when lines begin to form outside bars 
like The Whistler on Milwaukee Avenue or 
Bonny’s Bar, which has been open only a few 


months and already is hitting capacity many 
nights. 

“It’s the people that make it happen,” said 
Revolution Brewing owner Josh Deth. “The 
people in the neighborhood want craft beer 
and good food ... they’re not protesting with 
campaign signs, but when someone opens up, 
they’re busy People go and they support it.”

Clinton stumps for Emanuel as rivals offer counterprogrammlng

Fans drink, 
get drunk 
at stadiums

This is for anyone who’s ever encountered 
a drunk fan at a sporting event. 

University of Minnesota researchers 
tested the blood alcohol content of 362 
people to see how much folks drink when 
they go to professional baseball and foot- 
ball games. 

In their study released Tuesday they 
determined that 40 percent of the partici- 
pants had some alcohol in their system and 
8 percent were drunk, based on the legal 
BAG threshold of .08 or higher. 

“Given the number of attendees at these 
sporting events, we can be talking about 
thousands of people leaving a professional 
sporting event who are legally intoxicat- 
ed,” lead author Darin Erickson said. The 
study did not address what percentage, if 
any, of those fans intended to drive. 

To collect the data, research staff waited 
outside 13 Major League Baseball and three 
National Football League games and ran- 
domly approached fans as they left. Those 
who consented took a breath test and an- 
swered questions about when, where and 
how much they drank on game day 

The study also found that some groups 
were several times more likely to be le- 
gally drunk after a game, such as fans 35 or 
younger, or those who had tailgated before 
the game. 

Erickson said more research is needed, 
but that the results warrant a closer look 
into alcohol-serving policies and police pa- 
trols during and after games.

Chicago mayoral contender Rahm Eman- 
uel got the big boost of a Bill Clinton visit 
Tuesday, basking in public praise at a rally 
and counting campaign cash raised behind 
closed doors. 

The former president said Chicago is 
“critical” to the nation’s future and needs 
“a big person for the job” of mayor. 

“Rahm is not even 6 feet tall. He prob- 
ably weighs about 150 pounds dripping 
wet,” Clinton said of Emanuel, who served 
him as a top White House aide. “But in all 
the ways that are important, he is a very big 
person. He has made big decisions.” 

Mayoral opponents Gery Chico and 
Miguel del Valle tried to turn those ties 
against him, questioning Emanuel’s role 
on the board of Freddie Mac, the contro- 
versial mortgage giant. Clinton appointed 
Emanuel to the Freddie Mac post in Feb- 
ruary 2000. 


MEANWHILE... 

Mayoral candidate Carol Moseley Braun 
reorganized her campaign staff Tuesday. 
Mike Noonan, a former top aide to 
House Speaker Michael Madigan who 
served as Braun’s campaign manager, 
will keep his title but play a new role as 
leader of canvassers, tribune 



The political counterprogramming

Clinton dismissed the notion that 
Emanuel is an outsider from Washington 
running for mayor. 

Clinton continues to be popular among 
Democrats even after his impeachment 
and controversy over a sexual relation- 
ship with a White House intern. African- 
Americans made up a crucial part of Clin- 


ton’s supporters, and black voters are key 
in the Chicago mayoral contest. 

So Clinton’s visit in support of Emanuel 
was not without controversy 

Rep. Danny Davis, a former mayoral 
candidate, had contended Clinton risked 
jeopardizing his standing with the Afri- 
can-American community by endorsing 
Emanuel. Prior to Clinton’s appearance, 
Emanuel aides used the rally stage to fea- 
ture various supporters who were African- 
American. 

Chico and del Valle took a different 
approach, criticizing Emanuel instead of 
Clinton. 

After the fundraiser and rally Clinton 
and Emanuel had lunch at Tavern at the 
Park at separate news events. Clinton said 
when he returned to New York on Tuesday 
evening he would give a detailed report to 
Secretary of State Hillary Clinton, who 
cannot participate in campaigning.

15-year-old 
sentenced 
in Fenger 
beating case 

Chicago Tribune 

A Cook County judge on Tuesday sentenced 
a 15-year-old boy convicted in the brutal vid- 
eotaped beating death of Fenger High School 
sophomore Derrion Albert to a juvenile de- 
tention center until he turns 21, the maximum 
possible in juvenile court. 

The boy could be released in November 
2014 at age 19 if his behavior in the detention 
center remains exemplary, authorities said. 

Juvenile Court Judge Colleen Sheehan im- 
posed the sentence on the boy, who was con- 
victed in December of first-degree murder by 
a juvenile court jury He was 14 at the time of 
the attack. 

Last week, a separate jury in the Criminal 
Courts Building convicted a second co-defen- 
dant, Silvonus Shannon, 20, in Albert’s fatal 
beating. Shannon, who was tried as an adult, 
faces 20 to 60 years in prison. Three others, 
all charged as adults, await trial. 

Jurors last month deliberated only about 
half an hour before convicting the juvenile of 
throwing a devastating right hook that crum- 
pled Albert to the ground during a melee near 
Fenger in September 2009. 

Albert’s mother, Anjanette Albert, read a 
brief victim-impact statement to the court, 
telling the juvenile he had stolen the gift of 
motherhood from her. 

“You took Derrion’s life, and I am torn be- 
cause you have ruined the rest of yours. I feel 
bad, not for you, but for your family” she said, 
her voice choked with emotion.

He also was charged with aggravated criminal sexual 
abuse in connection with a separate incident last sum- 
mer. 

“This has been a long and painful investigation,” Supt. 
Jody Weis said at an unrelated event Tuesday morning. 

Mya’s body was discovered at about ii p.m. July 14, 
2008, in an alley in the 8400 block of South Gilbert Court. 


The girl’s family told police she was last seen about that 
time when she told her grandmother she was going to bed. 

Shortly after her death, dozens of police officers 
searched for physical evidence in the neighborhood where 
her family had lived for more than two decades. 

Local pastors and Aid. Howard Brookins Jr. (21st) of- 
fered more than $5,000 for information leading to the ar- 
rest of Mya’s killer. 

In 2009, Richard Lyons filed a wrongful-death lawsuit 
in Cook County Circuit Court against Metra, alleging the 
commuter rail agency bore responsibility for failing to 
maintain its property near the home. His daughter’s body 
was found amid high weeds near the Metra property the 
suit said.

Sox stock up 


Team agrees to 
one-year deals with 
Danks, Quentin, Pena 


Good money, good weight. 

That’s what John Danks has gained as the 
White Sox’s prized left-hander prepares for 
the 2011 season. 

Danks and the Sox reached a one-year, 
$6 million agreement Tuesday, hours before 
salary arbitration numbers were to be ex- 
changed. Danks, 25, received a $2.55 million 
raise and wasn’t bothered that there was no 
discussion of a multi-year contract. 

“I wasn’t losing any sleep over it,” Danks 
said from his parents’ home in Round Rock, 
Texas. 

“Who’s to say it can’t happen in the future. 
Besides, I’m under the Sox’s control for the 
next two years [before free agency].”

third week of a throwing program with pitch- 
ers and catchers still not required to report 
to Glendale, Ariz., for spring training for an- 
other four weeks.

Eschewing chronological order, the record’s 16 (mostly) bruis- 
ing cuts are presented here randomly, like seeds scattered 
loosely in the wind.

Gaberdine 

“When We Land" 
Self-released 


Gaberdine’s second full- 
length album opens with a 
shipwreck and heads south 
from there, the band im- 
mersing itself in a desolate world grown dark 
beneath a canopy of dying stars. Witness the 
bleak “Bury Bruises,’’ where, in a page ripped 
from Chicken Little’s nightmares, the heav- 
ens topple shard by shard into the sea. 


“Should we take comfort in dreams in the 
night?’’ singer/multi-instrumentalist Mark 
Federighi asks on a somber “Catch Fire,’’ col- 
ored here with sleepy brass. “And trust that 
the morning will shed a cleaner light?’’ 


Decamping to a New York City stu- 
dio with producer Chris Coady (Beach 
House, !!!, Yeah Yeah Yeahs), the group 
applied a spit-shine to the scruffy sound 
of their self-titled debut, an endearingly 
shaggy blast of garage rock that inspired 
a flood of “Nuggets” references among 
reviewers. Interviewed at the time, Cullen 
Omori distanced himself from those 
comparisons, insisting the next album 
would be “arena rock without the arena.” 


Judging by haunted tracks such as “Embers,” 
which builds around mournful violin and 
creaky effects, daylight remains leagues 
away. Still, the downcast mood doesn’t 
dampen the band’s ambition; at times, the 
crew morphs into a veritable lo-fi orchestra, 
employing everything from cello to glocken- 
spiel in their funeral dirges. It makes sense. 

If the ship is going down, the band might as 
well empty out the cargo hold and continue 
playing along. 


Though not quite the case, there’s clearly 
more attention to detail here, from the 
wheezing church organ that kicks off 
a dreamy “All Die Young” to the piano 
stitching its way through the guitar haze 
of “Smile” -a swooning song whose tri- 
umphant coda could, in that great arena 
tradition, lead to a cadre of lighters being 
thrust skyward.

‘Sex with Strangers’ star Stephen Louis Crush 
weighs in on sex biogging and vicious oniine critics 


By Julia Borcherts 
Stephen Louis Crush’s character, 
Ethan, in “Sex with Strangers,” 
a new dramedy at Steppenwolf 
about gaining fame through a sex 
blog, has no trouble making the 
rounds to raise his status in the 
community Although Grush may 
not be a sex blogger in real life, he 
and his character share “driving 
ambition” as a common trait. 


The New Orleans native has appeared at Steppenwolf, the Goodman and other stages, 
and he can be spotted on TV shows such as ABC’s “Detroit 1-8-7” ^d Fox’s upcoming 
“Chicago Code.” On the other side of the curtain, the 27-year-old Roosevelt University 
graduate debuted two of his own works in 2010 at XIII Pocket, the experimental theater 
company he co-founded: “Cash,” a tale inspired by the music of the late Johnny Cash, and 
‘Adore,” the story of a cannibalistic love affair based on true events. 

Laura Eason’s “Sex with Strangers” originally appeared in Steppenwolf ’s 2009 First 
Look series, and now Grush reprises his role as Ethan. We called Grush during rehearsals 
to catch up. 


What attracted 
you to this role? 

Ethan is a take-no-prisoners 
[character], and he doesn’t 
apologize for what he does. 
He works very hard, and he’s 
making his way in any way 
that he can. It’s a very attrac- 
tive quality, I think, in anyone. 
Just being able to put that 
skin on is really empower- 
ing, and [it’s] a lot of fun to be 
able to walk around as that 
person. And it’s always inter- 
esting to find where you as a 
person parallel the role that 
you’re playing, especially the 
unattractive parts, you know? 


What have you learned about 
yourself? 

Ambition’s a tricky, thing, right? I see myself as a pretty 
ambitious person, and I’ve never qualified that as a 
negative thing. Working on a piece like this, you’re al- 
lowed to take a look at how unattractive it can be. 

OK, I have to ask-have you 
ever blogged about your sex 
life? 

No! I consider myself a very private person. I actually 
just got an iPhone last week-the fact that anybody 
can reach me at any time is a little bit frightening for 
me. I’m very unplugged. I don’t have a TV in my house; 
I don’t have Internet in my house. I just have, like, a 
record player and a dog and a bunch of books. So it’s 
very much the opposite of Ethan. 


As an actor, writer, producer and direc- 
tor, how do you feel about blogging 
empowering everyone to be a critic? 

I think there’s something about the anonymity of the Internet that has 
the potential to bring out a lot of viciousness. It’s just not a tool that 
people use to say, “Hey, good job! I found your social commentary to be 
startling and fascinating. Anonymous.’’ [Laughs.] That never happens. 
It’s like, “[Bleep] you, kill yourself, your work was terrible. Anonymous.” 
One of the positive things that it does do is it levels the playing field. 
Someone can put out a bad review, and people who have seen the 
show can fight back-and vice versa. The audience is allowed to have 
some teeth; they can’t be as passive anymore. And you know, when I 
think about the 19th century, when people were throwing rotten veg- 
etables at [actors] onstage-l’ll deal with some anonymous comments. 
[Laughs]
